ARE TO BE LAID OFF 


Lack of Funds Also Makes Neces- 


sary Early Closing of 
Swimming Pools. 


About 200 émployes of the Park 
Department will be laid off before 
Sept. 15, Park Commissioner Pape 
announced today. He said the men 
were needed, but that lack of funds 
made it impossible to pay them. In 
this connection, he announced that 
the Fairgrounds and Marquette mu- 
nicipal swimming pools would close 
for the season Wednesday, an ear- 
lier closing date than im previous 
years. He also said the four public 
bath houses would be open only 
eight hours a day during the coming 
fall and winter, instead of the for- 
mer 12-hour schedule. 

Commissioner Pape said, In a re- 
port prepared for the Director of 
Public Welfare, that the recreational 
facilities in the parks had been kept 
up this summer at the expense of 
necessary maintenance measures. 
The Fairground swimming pool, he 
said, has absorbed most of the ap- 
propriation for Fairground Park, 
and parts of the park, he declared, 
“look like abandoned yards.” He 
spoke of trees in several parks which 
need trimming and removal of dead 
lim bs. 

Last year, the Commissioner said, 
the expenditure for laborers in the 
department was $634,000, while this 
year it is $567,000. The Park De- 
partment has run $77,000 over its 
appropriation for the present time of 
year, he said, and for this reason, h« 


said, a curtailment of the force of 


employes would be necessary. 

Commissioner Pape predicted that 
the neglect, made necessary by the 
shortage of maintenance funds this 
year, would prove costly by another 
year. “A atitch in time saves nine,” 
he quoted. 

The public playgrounds will close 
after next Monday, Labor day.

11,000 WORKERS 
CAUGHT IN CRASH 
OF THRIFT SCHEME 


Continued From Page One. 


had originally planned for the sale 
of National Thrift Bonds—that is, 
by the deduction-at-the-pay-window 
system. So they installed in numer- 
ous plants what is known as the 
thrift system, and sold some $10.,- 
000,000 worth of Liberty Bonds, all 
to workers, on the partial payment 
system. They, however, loaded 
themselves up with Liberty Bonds as 
underwriter, which they realized on 
later at a loss. 


5. The advertising that the thrift 
system derived from its patriotic ef- 
fort was regarded as worth the price. 
Then the thrift system was put to 
work as a business pure and simple. 

6. By the thrift system employers 
are first convinced that the saving 
of money by their workers is the best 
possible antidote for industrial un- 
rest. They are asked to approve and 
induce their workers to believe in the 
idea that $1 or $2 or $5 a week in- 
vested in absolutely fronelad securi- 
ties is the best way to get ahead in 
the world. The employer sold to the 
idea, agrees to be the agent for the 
thrift system to the extent of direct- 
ing the paymaster to deduct from 
the pay of each worker who desires 
to save the amount stipulated in the 
agreement between the worker and 
the National Thrift Bond Corpora- 
tion as the price of a thrift bond; it 
might be $100, to be paid $2 a week, 
or $60 at $1 a week. The Thrift 
Bond Corporation has previously de- 
posited in a trust fund in‘the Equita- 
ble Trust Co. a group of Government, 
state and municipal securities to se- 
cure the thrift bonds. So everything 
was absolutely safe. The worker was 
convinced he could not possibly lose, 
and besides he would earn 3 per cent 
interest as long as he held onto his 
bond. | 

7. But the situation at present is 
this: The National Thrift Bond Cor- 
poration having spent $1,000,000 on 
organization, Liberty) Bond losses, 
overhead expenses, et¢., and unable 
now to find new money for opera- 
tion, surrendered its affairs to 
George V. M ughlin, State Super- 
intendent of Banks, for liquidation.

chines landing. 

| The Argus, according to descrip- 
jtions by American naval officers, 1s 
| bullt on the same principle, with the 
important variation that the smoke- 
Stack is run out below the flying 
deck, to the rear, thus leaving the 
whole deck clear for the operations 
of the planes. 

Flying Deck on “Stilts.” 

| The American Langley is nothing 
‘more than the old collier Jupiter 
|with the addition of a flying deok 
mounted on “stilts... The stack is 
| pivoted, so that it may elther be set 
upright or run out to the side below 
'the flying deck, as shown in the pic- 
iture. Like the British ships, it ts 
equipped with elevators to holst the 
/machjnes up from their storage place 
‘in the hold to the flying deck and 
take them back after they return 
from a cruise. 

| In the building of a carrier, ev- 
-erything else must be sacrificed to 
jspeed. The carrier must be of a 
speed at least equal to the speed 
of the fastest battle cruiser of the 
| fleet. 

Speed was the essential foremost 
‘in the minds of the American naval 
engineers in designing the carrier 
type for which the navy is seeking 
‘an appropriation. The plans are 
|ready; construction waits only upon 
|the word of Congress to go ahead. 
The specifications: call for a vessel 
/900 feet long. with a flying deck of 
_a maximum width of 102 feet. It 
(will have a capacity of about 1006 
| Planes, some of which will be fully 
set up ready for action and others,

i bled. Its speed will be 34 knots, as 
compared with the Eagle's 24 knots 
and the 25 that the new Hermes is 
expected to develop.

Two Elevators for Craft. 


There will be two elevators, one 
fore and one aft. Planes will come 


from the bow of the vessel, heading 
into the wind: they will “hop 
aboard” at the stern and go down in 
the after elevator.
